Editor Times:—As a member of a 
committee appointed by the town 
council to confer with the representa¬ 
tives of the County Cattle Club a 
condition of affairs developed that 
led me to the conclusion, that the 
time is ripe for a pjtbMc discussion of 
the matter to the end that there 
might l>e**i joinder of the different 
Interests of the county.

Club was an auxllllary of the (’minty 
Agricultural Association but find 
that there Is no real affiliation In fact 
but that their exhibit Is placed for 
the same time simply as a matter of 
convenience and the reason that 
greater numbers for that; reason 
would see It. 

The Agricultural Association has 
broadened Its scope somewhat by tak¬ 
ing swine and poultry In their list of 
premiums. This leaves two of our 
animals in which we are Interested 
out in the cold, vi/.. the horse and 
sheep, the latter being one Hit* coun¬ 
ty is peculiarly adapted to raising.
